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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 to 6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese patent 4-6247.

4. Claims 1, 3 to 8 and 10 to 16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Floreen (US patent 3,294,527) or Floreen (US Patent 3,318,690). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 12-12-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It was stated that the prior art does not teach or recognize the significance 
of low-nitrogen concentration to improve internal soundness,. avoid pin holing and 
increase strength as taught by the present invention. It is the examiner's position that 
Floreen patents do not disclose N and hence would not be present or would be present 
at unavoidable impurity levels. Moreover the English abstract of JP'247 alloy discloses 
0.05 to 0.4% N as optional and can be omitted, and would be present at an unavoidable 
impurity level. The unavoidable N impurity level for Fe-Cr-Ni alloys would 
conventionally be up to 0.03% which would overlap with applicant's claimed N range of 
up to 0.02%; and hence establish a prima facie case of obviousness. See the English 
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abstracts of JP 2002121649 and JP041 20252 , which are cited to further depict the 
state of the art in conventional levels of N impurities at up to 0.03%.
